According to, the re apr bt the” Post. 
master-General at, Washington, the 
day is not far distant when all stamps 
‘will ‘be sold from coils or rolls, instead 
of.in sheets. Inquiry . revealed’ the 
fact that at present stamps in seule 
are used only in .certain. makes of 
vending machines, but it was ‘stated 
the Department is prepared to furnish 
these. coils to any purchaser. Each 
coil is made up to. contain either 500 
or 1,000 stamps, arranged to run end- 
wise oY” sidéwise,. and issued with 
or without perforations between the 
stamps; as derised by, the: phrehager. 

The coils. ate made’ by. ¢utting 
slicets of stamps into strips, pasting 
‘the -strips together and Pai them 
upon, pasteboard cofes. This: method. 
is’ both laborious and expensive to 
the Government, and will undoubted, 
ly be improved ‘upon’ with inmereased’ 
eraend for the coiled stamps.

In the native quarters of the towns of 
India the odd spectacle may be seen 
of'a’ butcher taking a piece of meat 
in) his Hands and cutting it in two 
pe a knife held firmly between his 

reat and next toes. 

The native Indian shoemaker does 
not usé his last, but turns the last 
with his feet. while his hands are 
busy shaping it. The Hindoo earpen- 
ter holds with his great toe the board 
he is eutting, and the wood turner 
handles hig tools as well with his feet 
as he can with his hands. 

The use of their feet to assist their 
hands in work is not merely the re- 
sult of practice, but is ¢hiefly due to 
the facet that the Hindoo foot is quite 
different from ours. The great toe can 
be moved freely in all directions, 
while the first and second toes are 
separated by a wide space, often as 
much as five-cighths of an inch across 
at the base of the toes and: two inches 
at their extremities.
